COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

The Germans are still carrying on 
strong offensive operations northeast 
and northwest of Verdun. About four 
and one-half miles northeast of the 


fortress they penetrated to Caillete/ 


wood, just outside Douaumont, after 
a violent bombardment. From part 
of this wood the French, in an im- 
mediate counter-attack, drove back 
the invaders. Another powerful at- 
tack was delivered against that por- 
tion of the Avocourt wood held by 
the French, but here the French bar- 
rier fire and machine guns held the 
Germans without gain. The French 
have now entirely evacuated the vil- 
lage of Vaux and have drawn their 
line south of the town, but in its im- 
mediate outskirts. Berlin says that 
northeast of Haucourt, between Mal- 
ancourt and Le Mort Homme, the 
Germans have entirely cleared the 
French from about 1000 yards of 
trenches, where they had remained 
since the German victory on this sec- 
tor March 30. 


Although the pursuit of Villa is 
being kept up with the greatest perti- 
nacity, it is aparent that the United 
States troops so far have not got their 
hands on him, however near they may 
appear to be. It is even stated that 
Col. Dodd's men have been following 
the tracks of the vehicle in which the 
outiaw is said to be making his es- 
cape, but official Washington has 
heard no details to confirm the re- 
port of the capture.

ONDON, April 2.—At least sixteen 
persons were killed and about 
100 others injured by the explo- 
sion of bombs dropped in another 
raid of Zeppelins over the northeast 
coast of England Saturday night. 
The official version of the raid says: 
“Two airships approached the 
northeast coast Saturday night. Only 


one crossed the coast. The other 


turned back. 

“For the present we know that 
sixteen persons were killed ane about 
100 injured. 

“Eight dwelling houses were de- 
molished and a serious fire was caused 
in a French polishing shop.” 

A correspondent in a northeast 
coast town says a Zeppelin was sighted 
there at 11 o'clock Saturday night. 
It dropped fourteen explosive and 
seven incendiary bombs. Ten men, 
three women and three children were 
killed and twenty-five persons were 
seriously injured.

OOD BY-PRODUCTS 
EXTENSIVELY USED. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
WASHINGTON, March 286. — More 

than 20,000 tons of wood flour, valued 
at $300,000, are used anntally in the 
United States in two widely-different 
industries, the manufacture of dyna- 
mite and the manufacture of inlaid 
linoleum. 

Wood flour is also used in making 
composition floor, oatmeal paper, and 
ingeveral other industries. It forms 
one of the means by which the huge 
waste product of our lumber milis 
is beginning to find some better means 
of disposal than the burner. Since 
a total of 36,000,000 cords of such 
waste is produced each year at saw- 
milis in the United States, of which 
about one-half goes into the furnaces 

as fuel, while the rest is buried as 
refuse to get rid of it, there is no 
lack of raw material for a2 — 
which can develop ways of turning 
this waste to account. 0 


KIND MOSTLY USED. 


All wood flour-using industries re- 
quire a white or very light cream- 
colored flour having good absorptive 
powers. The wood species that may 
be used are confined to the light, non- 
resinous conifers, and 
broad-leaved woods, poplar. 
Spruce, white pine and poplar are the 
species most used. Mill waste, free 
from bark, furnishes much of the 
raw material for making wood flour. 

For use in dynamite, the trade de- 
mands are said to require a white 
wood flour, since the freshness of 
dynamite stock is indicated by a light 
color. Dynamite flour must also be 
very absorptive, so there will be no 

of nitroglycerine from the fin- 
ished produce. Wheat flour mill ref- 
use and infusorial earth have also 
been used in dynamite-making, but 
wood flour has practically replaced 
them in this country. 
LINOLEUM MANUFACTURE. 

In the manufacture of lindleum, 
elther wood or cork flour is used. The 
flour is mixed with a cementing ma- 
terial, spread out on burlap and rolled 
or pressed to a uniform thickness, 
The cement is the expensive constitu- 
ent. Cork linoleum is 


Patterns are printed on. leaving a 
dark base. For iniaid or straight- 
line linoleum, wood flour is used ex- 
clusively. Cork linoleum is always 
dark, and slightly more elastic than 
from wood flour. The 


Two methods of producing wood 
flour are practiced; one using mill 
stones, the other steel burr rollers to 
pulverize the wood. The er re- 
quires only one-fourth as much power 
to operate as the former and was de- 
veloped on the Pacific Coast to han- 
die sawdust as a raw material. The 
mills of Norway, which producé much 
of the European wood flour, are of the 
stone type. 

Wood flour mills are scattered over 
the country from Maine to Califor- 
nia wherever the proper combination 
of wood and water power is avail- 
able, and the domestic work flour com- 
petes with the Norwegian 8 
which, before the European war 
delivered at Atlantic ports tor $ 712. 80 
to $15 per ton.

VENIZELOS ANSWERS KING.

ATHENS, April 2 (via Paris.)-—Ex- 
Premier Venizelos has resumed active 
participation in Greek politics by re- 
plying today in the Heralde, his per- 
sonal organ, to King Constantine's 
recent interview published in the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt. 

The article, occupying an entire 
page, reviews completely the position 


of the Greek monarch since the dis- 
solution & the last Chamber of Depu- 


ties, and calls attention to what the 


ex-Premier terms the helplessness of 


the “straw men” in the government. 
M. Venizelos in communicating to 


the Associated Press the text of his 
article, said it was the first of a series 


dealing exhaustively with the present 
situation of Greece. With regard to 
a possible change in the political com- 
plexion of Greece, he said that he 
could see no prospect of any altera- 
tion in the present government with- 
out immense pressure through public 
sentiment. 

In his article the former Premier 
accuses politicians th power of in- 


triguing to create personal animosi- 


ties between King Constantine and 
himeelf. Referring to the King’s al- 
leged characterization of his former 
Minister as a dreamer, M. Venizelos 


ys: 

“By keephig the country in a state 
of chronic peaceful war, through pur- 
poseless mobilization, the present 
government has brought Greece to 
the verge of economic, material and 
moral bankruptcy. This policy, un- 
happily, is not a dream, but down- 
right folly.” 

He reviews his own political course 
from the time Sir Edward Gray, the 
British Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
promised concessions in Asia Minor, 
“equal in extent and vastly richer 
than all of Greece at the present 
time,” and adds: 

“If King George in 1912 had taken 
the stand King Constantine took in 
1915 he would have been the cause 
of the certain wreck of our national 
aspirations, now happily realized.” 

M. Venizelos lays great stress on 
the Bulgarian pert! for Greece, point- 
ing out that the utmost to be gained 
from the present policy will be to 
leave Greece the same size, while 
Bulgaria, flushed with victory, trained 
by war, enlarged by the addition of 
Serbia and Macedonia and allied with 
the Turks, would not wait long before 
falling upon its southern neighbor. 


SUNK BY SUBMARINES.

The captain and sixty-two 
other persons from the steamer have 
been landed. 


The Achilles was in the trade be- 
tween Australia and England. She 
was a vessel of 7042 tons gross and 
owned by the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany of Liverpool. She sailed- from 
Sydney, N. 8. W., January 19, for 
London and Liverpool. The last re- 
port of the Achilles shows that she 
left Cape Town, where she had evi- 
dently put in on the voyage, March 6. 

GOLD MOUTH SUNK. 

The British steamer Gold Mouth 
has been sunk and her crew, two 
members of which were suffering from 
injuries, was landed at Penzance, says 
a Lloyds dispatch from that place, 
dated Saturday. 


The Gold Mouth was of 7416 gross 
tons. She was 471 feet long and was 
owned by the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum 
Company of London. She probably 
was in the government service. 

ASHBURTON LOST. 

The British steamship Ashburton 
has been sunk by shrapnel shells fired 
by a German submarine. Five mem- 
bers of the crew have been taken to 
a hospital. The vessel, according to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company, 
was not armed. 

The Ashburton sailed from New 
Zealand February 23 for London and 
was last reported as leaving Monte- 
video, Uruguay, March 1. The vessel 
was 4445 tons gross.

EXT Wednesday, April 5, is Pencil 
Day, the day on which all of Los 
Angeles buys pencils to help the 

babies of St. Elizabeth's Day Nursery 
and théir mothers. Pencil Day is held 
in Los Angeles once in every two 
years, and the proceeds therefrom are 
0 generous, amounting to $5000 or 
$6000, that the little house at No. 135 
North Anderson street, is kept going 
until the next time. This is with che 
assistance of the mothers who give, 

when they are able, ten cents a day 
for the maintenance of their babies. 

There are from fifty to sixty little 
people, aging from a few months up 
to ten years, at St. Elizabeth's. and 
they are of all races and ¢reeds taken 
indiscriminately and all accorded equal 
tenderness and attention. They are 
the children of women who go out by 
the day to work, and the women of the 
nursery give them three meals a day. 
clothe them and care for them; and if 
they are of an age to attend school. 
they are sent to the Utah-street public 
school, nearby, coming to the nursery 
for luncheon and remaining after 
school until they are called for. 

There are volunteer teachers at the 
nursery who give instruction to those 
children who do not attend the public 
school, teaching them sewing, garden- 
ing, music and dancing, and play- 
ground amusements. At the end of 
the day, the mothers, and in some few 
cases, the fathers, call for their chil- 
dren and take them home after they 
have had their evening meal and been 

ed and prepard for the night. 
The nursery has maintained 100 chil- 
dren in the last two vears without any 
charge whatever to their parents. The 
expense of maintaining the nursery is 
comparatively light. and the children 
have excellent food which is prepared 
by “Hattie,” a colored woman who had 
sixteen years experience in cooking for 
children in the Curtis School in Con- 
necticut. The severest punishment 
which has ever been meted out to the 
little children is to be put behind the 
door. 

On Pencil Day the city of the good 
angels turns out en masse to buy and 
sell pencils. The women who devote 
their time to the nursery are volun-

The children of the city schools take 
a great interest in the welfare of their 
little friends at St. Elizabeth’s. There 
is one school, St. Catherine’s, which 
almost entirely clothes the children of 
the nursery. Toys are also forth- 
coming in great numbers throughout 
the year for the babies, and the nur- 
sery — — more than one Santa Claus

As there is a practical agreement in 

the valuations of the engineers for the 

commission, the Los Angeles Gas and 

Electric Corporation and the city, it is 

not believed that Mr. Mulholland's 

testimony will take up much time 

In the Mulholland appraisal, only 

the property within the city of Los 

Angeles was considered, but for the 

purposes of comparison the enginee™® 

of the commission have prepared a 

comparative table of the three valua- 

tions relating to,property within the 

city, as follows: mmission, 111.274. 

874.68; Cory for Los Angeles Gas and 

Electric Corporation, $11,828,636.82; 

and Mulholland, $11,374,498.89. 

From this it is seen that Mr. Mul- 

holland was 88 of one per cent. higher 

than the commission's engineers, and 
that there is a practical agreement 
among all three valuations. 

It is probable that the commission 

will consider the entire system of the 

Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 

poration as a whole in fixing rates, 

though there are no figures from Mr. 

Mulholland relative to property out- 

side the city. However, as 80 per- 

cent. of the entire property ie within 
the city there can be little room for 
dispute as to valuation. 

Considering the property as a whole, « 


Cory appraisal for the gas company 
are within 5 per cent. of each oss. 
the values for the total property being 
according to the commission's figures, 
$13,782,653.76; while Cory, for the 
Los Angelesc Gas and Electric Corpor- 
ation sets the value at $14,439,288.56. 

The above figures contain the est!- 
mated cost, $1,392,758.82, of the pav- 
ing over all the existing mains, where 
there is any paving, whether such 
paving was actually paid for by the 
company or not. It is, however, not 
the intention of the company to claim 
the right to earn on the value of this 
paving which it did not pay for. After 
deducting this amount and including 
an allowance for supplies and working 
capital, the value as reported by the 
engineers for the commission is $12,- 
929,323.97. 

Since the appraisals of all parties 
are in such close agreement, there 
will be little ground for dispute as to 
valuation, the principal difference be- 
ing over operating expenses and the 
amount of future gas sales, with its 
effect on earnings.

The Imperial Irrigation District 
hag recently authorised the issuance 
of $3,600,000 of its bonds, and $3,- 
000,000 of this sum was awarded on 
February 8, to the Southern Pacific, 
which bid for them at open sale. The 
Imperial District was organized to

determined by the courts, and the 
application is made without prejudice 
to any legal rights of the applicants. 
The ratification of the agreement by 
the commission is desired, regardless 
of the question of jurisdiction, that no 
question may hereafter arise as to 
the validity of the agreement, be- 
cause of failure to obtain the commis- 
sion’s approval. 1 
Under the agreement filed with the 


application the Southern Pacific’ 


bought the property sold under fore- 
closure sale for $3,875,000, this 
amount covering the sum due on the 
bonds of the development company. 
the judgment of the Southern Pacific 
against the Development company 
obtained in 1909, for $1,501,903, with 
interest; the judgment of the new 
Liverpool Salt Company obtained in 
1908 against the Southern Pacific for 
$458,246 with interest, and other 
smal] sume. 

The Southern Pacific agreed that 
there should be credited against its 
bid the amount due on all bonds of 
the development company and all 
recetver’s certificates owned by it, up- 
on the judgment of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, and the judgment of 
the salt company, which has been 
assigned to the Southern Pacific. 

The Southern Pacific and the iIrri- 
gation district agreed to convey to the 
district all property constituting any 
part of the canal system of the de- 
velopment company in Impertal 
county, and for this the Southern Pa- 
cific was to have the $3,000,000 in 
bonds of the district, with interest at 
5 per cent. 

NOT VALID? 


The bonds were placed in escrow 
with the Los Angeles Trust & Savings 
Bank as trustee while thefr validity 
was ascertained and pronounced upon 
by Charles P. Blles, whose opinion is 
conclusive upon both parties. It is 
understood that the bonds win have 
to be re-engraved at considerable cost. 
The reason for this is that Mr. Enes 
found a slight error or contradictory 
word in a resolution passed by the

District. That invalidates all the 
bonds, according to the expert. The 
irrigation district has agreed to se- 
cure a certificate from the State Comp- 
troller that the bonds are legal in- 
vestment for trust funds and so forth 
The Southern Pacific agrees that the 
district shall have the right to flow 
any excess waters over the railroaa’s 
lands submerged by the Salton Sea, 
within certain limits, and also over 
the lands of the New Liverpool Galt 
Company, under the same sea.

agreement except such as are neces- 
sary for rights-of-way for canals, or 
laterals, or for the convenient opera-

Another application filled by the 
Southern Pacific and Col. Holabird, 
as commissioner at the foreclosure 
sale, and the New Liverpool Salt Com-

ern Pacific, and of an agreement be- 
tween the Southern Pacific and the 
New Liverpool Salt Company, relative 
to their respective interests in the 
properties. This agreement with the 
salt company was that in case of the 
salé to the district of the properties 
in Imperial county the Southern Pa- 
cific and the salt company will be the 
owners of all the property conveyed 
by the sale in the proportions of four- 
fifths to the railroad and one-fifth to 
the salt company. 

Col. Holabird, receiver of the Call- 
fornia Development Company. stated 
vesterday he anticipates no opposition 
when the applications are heard by 
Commissioner Thelen Friday. He 
stated that there was a conference in 
San Francisco Saturday of Southern 
Pacific officials and others interested 
in which an agreement was reached 
regarding the matter of taking 
over the property and there will be no 
opposition on the part of the New 
Liverpool Salt Company as its claims 
ha been settled and are of record.

CHURCH OF THE PEOPLE. 
MANY MINISTERS ARE RYSPONSIBLE 
.. FOR THE LACK OF INTEREST TAKEN 

- IN CHURCHES AND SERVICES. 

“Why Men Do Not Go to Church” 
was the subject of a prelude by Rey- 
nold E. Blight at the Church of the 
People yesterday morning. He said: 

“The very fact that we have a go- 
to-church Sunday is evidence that the 
majority of people do not make 
church-going a consistent practice. 
Especially do ministers complain be- 
cause comparatively few men go to 
church with any degree of regularity. 

“It is no answer to declare that 
automobile, club life, lack of interest 
in spiritual things and selfishness 
keep men away from church. Let the 
minister scrutinize himself and in- 
vestigate his church and he will find 
many reasons why men do not care 
to attend divine service. 

“In church the average minister 
talks a religious language that is for- 
eign to the speech of the street, the 
home, and the office. It is a kind 
of sacred patois and it is largely un- 
intelligible to the man on the street. 

“The preacher, if he is candid, must 
also acknowledge that the usual Sun- 
day topics are far removed ffom the 
vital interests of life. He may be 
convinced that these subjects are of 
supreme importance, but they are so 
utterly unrelated to the practical af- 
fairs of every day that the man on 
the street fails to attach any serious 
import to them. Occasionally we find 
a minister who seeks to draw popular 
attention by sensational topics. He 
turns his service into a kind of re- 
ligious vaudeville. But people quick- 
ly unmask the charlatan and clown, 
even though he uses the livery of the 
Lord, and passes him by in scorn. 

“There never was a time when 
men were so desirous of spiritual food 
and moral stimulus; never a time 
when there was such a demand for 
religious truth. A church to com- 
mand the earnest attention of men 
must avoid doctrinal dogmatism, re- 
ligioms sensationalian and political 
or social propagandism. The preach- 
er who in sincerity and earnestness 
proclaims the healing, saving, uplift- 
ing truth of God, in which men may 
find comfort, reproof and guidance, 
will not lack appreciative audiences 
every Sunday in the year.”

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
TRANSCENDANT, IMMINENT AND FATH- 
ER, THREE ASPECTS OF THE MODERN 
CHRISTIANS THOUGHT OF GOD. 

Dr. William Horace Day, pastor of 
the First Congregational Church. 
preached yesterday on “The God of 
the Christian.” He said, in part: 

“The God of the modern Christian 
differs from the God of the Christian 
of any other age and I shall speak 
of the three aspects of the modern 
Christian’s thought of God—First. 
God as transcendent: secondly, God 
as imminent; and thirdly, God as 
Father. 

“By the transcendence of God we 
mean that the Creator is greater thar 
His creation; that God is above and 
apart from the universe, so that He 
acts in it and throught it, as it were. 
from without. The gods of the olden 
time were those which deified the 
smartness of human badness; the pa- 
gan deities were far from desirable, 
crafty, capricious, lustful,. vindictive, 
self-seeking. Modern science has been 
turning back the scroll that anyone 
might read and on the pillars of the 
universe the modern scientist has been 
declaring that this mighty universe 
throbs in obedience to the reign of 
an inexorable law, and this man finds 
supplied his first spiritual need— a 
God who can command his reverent 
allegiance as a sovereign, a God who 
stands before him as a compelling 
object for holy and reverent fear and 
for worship. 9 


“By the imminence of God we mean 


that the presence of God is in all His 
universe and yet is distinct from it. 
Nothing is more wonderful in modern 
science than its contribution to the 
thought of God. Science has not de- 
stroyed God, it has only given us a 
grander concept of the Infinite God 
by giving us a vaster and a grander 
universe. Even the scientists who 
have most vigorously repudiated our 
traditional theology have made their 
pictures of the imminent God. Mr. 
Spencer in the midst of his life work 
stops to record the discovery that in 
the mystery by which we are sur- 
rounded there is nothing more certain 
than this, that we are ever in the 
presence of an infinite and eternal 
energy from which all things proceed. 
Modern science has been singing the 
truth that God is Imminent in every 
form of nature.”

Rev. W. L. T. Davis, pastor of the 
West Adams M. E. Church, preached 
yesterday on the subject “From the 
Eyebrows Up.”

“When I speak of eyebrows, o not 
mean highbrows.

All 
of which is a pretty fair sign that he 
has some knowledge—but not enough. 
He has just gotten his feet wet in the 
brink of the vast ocean of truth, but 
has never gone in over his head. If 
he could not touch bottom, he would 
not be so cock-sure. 

“The really cultured man is always 
modest; he knows how little any one 
man can know. And the really good 
man is humble; he knows how hard 
it is to be. 

“Tf all the fools could be disposed 
of on the first of April by bricks 
wrapped up in tissue paper, or other- 
wise, the devil would have to look 
elsewhere for his shavings. 

“You can cure the first of Apri! 
fool: but who can cure the other? 
Preachers and savants and philoso- 
phers have been at it for ages and 
have hardly gotten out of the class 
themselves. 

“Possibly no man is a fool all the 
time, and all men are fools a part of 


the time; but of all fools, the old fool 
is the foolest fool. 

“Religion is not a luxury, like chew- 
ing gum, boze and gasoline. It is a 
twentieth century necessity, if you 
consider it a necessity to invest any- 
thing in yourself from your eyebrows 
up.

The idea of a self-imparting, self - 
revealing, man-seeking God is the liv- 
ing soul of the message of the 
prophets and the gospel of the apos- 
tles. God was in Christ seeking man. 
The kindness and love of God ap- 
peared in Jesus, that is, were exem- 
plified by Him. In fact, ‘the kindness 
and love of God’ is one of the finest 
designations of Jesus. He went 
among men to show them the Father, 
and to teach them rightly to decide 
this supreme problem of existence. 

“No more practical question can be 
put to an individual than this: Have 
you saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ? For saving faith is the hand 
of the human personality reaching up 
and taking hold of the divine. Very 
well. Have you such faith? Is it an 
— 2 life-exalting reality within 
you 

“One of our great modern acien- 
tists, who has a decided bent for re- 
ligion, asks this question: ‘How can 
the general level of mankind de 
raised?’ And he answers, They must 
themselves proceed tentatively and 
experimentally to put their ideas into 
practice, to bring them to the best of 
experience.’ Quite right, my scien- 
tific friend!

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, preached yesterday on the 
theme “Is the World Getting Better 
or Worse?’ He said, in part: 

“The steady progress of religious in- 
fluence indicates that the leavening 
process goes on without disastrous 
interruption. While our population, 
in a recent decade increased 25 per 
cent., the growth in membership of 
the leading Protestant churches was 
42 per cent. The teachings of the 
Nazarene are more and more rev- 
erenced in all organizations of men. 
and the humanitarian institutions are 
steadily increasing, and large fortunes 
are being freely given to endow phil- 
anthropic enterprises. 

“There is increasing high valuation 
Placed upon human life. The hum- 
blest man or child cannot be found 
murdered in park or alley without 
setting in operation all the municipal 
machinery to apprehend the perpetra- 
tors of the foul deed. This is lead- 
ing to a careful study of all the bale- 
ful influences which are at work. such 
as poverty, sanitation, amusements 
and saloons, etc., and will result fin- 
ally in the certain elimination of all 
those things which endanger health 
and destroy physical vigor. 

“There is an incoming tide of re- 
ligious faith. Negotiations are weari- 
some and unsatisfying. Man is not 
saying, ‘I do not believe,’ as formerly, 
but he is reverently asking. ‘What can 
IT believe?’ Men are not pluming 
themselves on their agnosticism. but 
are humbling themselves before their 
God and seeking for more light upon 
the eternal verities. That there has 
been a reaction from the flippancy of 
the Spencertan satellites and an hon- 
est effort to know more of the mys- 
tery of godliness is apparent. ;

Our 
biggest task now is to get our lay 
people into the frame of mind which 
these first-century diselples had that 
will seatter them abroad throughout 
the whole world preaching the word 
of God. If we could get the mem- 
bers of any of our churches so filled 
with this spirit of preaching nothing 
under heaven could halt the conquest 
of their parish for Christ. Nothing 
in the world can withstand a com- 
pany of Christian disciples who are 
filled with the power of the Holy 
Spirit, and have the spirit of these 
disciples that .went out from Jeru- 
salem and started a fire of evangelism 
that did not stop in ite running until 
the whole world then known to men 
was lighted by its glow. No part of 
the civilized world was without the 
good news of Christ Jesus. What 
laggards we have been in our time 
as the successors of such as these. 

“When we leave this church today 
will we go everywhere preaching the 
truth? The street, the home, the 
shop, the bank, the store, the office, 
every place is an appropriate place 
to preach the truth if done with tact 
and common sense. Why should not 
the consuming topic of conversation 
in Los Angeles for the next three 
weeks at ieast be religion instead of 
the climate or business?” 


TRINITY AUDITORIUM. 
WORD FOOL IN BIBLE REFERS MORE 
TO ONE'S USE OF INTELLIGENCE 
IN SPIRITUAL THINGS. 

Rev. Charles C. Selecman chose for 
his subject Sunday evening, at Trinity 
Auditorium, “Fools.” He said in part: 
“Harsh as this may seem, the 
scriptures are full of references to 
the foolish. The book of Proverbs 
abounds with warnings against folly 
and foolishness, as well as with ex- 
tortations to be wise. Jesus likened 
individuals who failed to make 
proper provision for their future 
spiritual welfare to a foolish man. 
The Psalmist declares that the atheist 
is a fool. He is in God's world, but 
he has lost the sense of the infinite. 
He has regard for the building, but 
vainly imagines there is no builder. 
He would explain Beethoven's m- 
phony by eliminating all reference 
to the great master. The practical 
atheist is as truly a foolish man as 
the theoretical atheist, and there are 
thousands of people today, living as 
if there were no God, no Bible and 

no future. 

“Jesus had something to say about 
the rich fool. This man had no more 
sense than to believe that his nature 
could be satisfied with material 
things, but as is the case with most 
men who set their hearts on gold 
rather than on God, the moment he 
began to congratulate himself that 
his ambition Was realized, he re- 
ceived a warning that his career was 
ended. America is full of rich fools, 
who are selling their birthright for 
a mess of pottage and bartering 
health and happiness to gratify their 
lust for gain. 

“Then there is the wise fool. Per- 
haps no one ever played this role anv 
better than Solomon, who desvite his 
godgiven wisdom at the beginning of 
his public career, allowed his head 
to be turned by his fame and great- 
ness, and followed after luxury, pleas- 
ure and display. The exveriment 
ended by his turning to cynicism and 
branding all things as vanity. 

“The prodigal son played the part 
of the young fool. The self-confident 
young Hbertine, who vainly imagines 
that he can defy the Decalogue, vio- 
late the laws of health, trample upon 
the sanctions of society and escape 
unscorched. It took the grunting of 
swine, the filth of the pigsty, the 
pangs of hunger, and the discipline 
of menial toil to impart wisdom to 
him, 

The word fool as used in the Bible 
refers not so much to the grade of 
one’s intelligence as to the manner 
in which one uses that intelligence 
in dealing with spiritual things. Some 
very wise men in books, in commerce 
in politics, have played the part of 
folly when it came to matters of 
morality and religion. The fear of 
theLouls is the beginning of wis- 
dom. The foolish man bullded his 
house upon the sand, the wise man 
upon rock. The foolish virgins took no 
oll In their vesels with their lamps, the 
wise made provision for an emerg- 
ency. Foolishness is the lack of pru- 
dence and foresight in the affairs of 
the spirit.”

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCH. 


KEYNOTE OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE Is 
ITS DEMONSTRABLE EXPLANATIONS 
OF THE ONE INFINITE GOD. 


John W. Doorly, C.. B., of Leeds, 
Eng., member of the Board of Lec- 
tureship of the Mother Church, the 


First Church of Christ, Sctentist, in 
Boston, Mass., delivered two lectures 
under the auspices of Fourth Church 
of Christ, Scientist, on the subject of 
Christian Science. 

The lecture in part follows: 

“The keynote of Christian Sctence 
teaching truly its its demonstrable ex- 
planations about God, since all that 
can ever be accomplished fer the 
good of mankind must be as a re- 
sult of knowing the one infinite God, 
Good. 

“An important revelation of Chris- 
tian Science is that God e Mind. or 
as Jesus declared, Spirit, and when 
an inquirer begins to perceive this 
vital fact even in the slightest de- 
gree, he at that moment begins to 
understand somewhat of Christian 
Science. 

“To be intelligent, God must be 
Mind, for if He were not Mind he 
would be nonintelligent or mindless, 
and since there is but one God, there 
can be in reality but one Mind. 

“As there is but one God or cause. 
this cause must necessarily be omni- 
presence, that is all presence: om- 
nipotence, that is all power; and 
omniscience, that ts all Science or true 
knowledge, for if the one and only 
cause were not omnipresence, 
omnipotence, and omniscience, then 
there would be a time when being 
would be without presence, power, or 
knowledge, and would be nenexistent. 

“At this point, however, it must be 
clearly remembered that this Mind or 
cause which we call God is also in- 
finite good. Therefore, we dee that 
Mind is that which thinks good alone, 
and that only true thinking or good 
thinking is of God; consequently only 
thoughts which are infinitely good are 
creations of God or Mind and are real. 
and evil thoughts are not of God and 
are not real. Thus only good thoughts 
express Mind and have presence, 
power, or knowledge. 

“Indeed, it is not until we perceive 
that God is Mind, and that every 
good thought is an expression of God 
and is His very presence, or is Mind 
with us, that we really arrive at the

and dearness of infinite divine sae: 
This conclusion at once opens, our 
eyes to the possibility and practical 
ability of seeing God, or Mind, ‘face 
to face,’ here and now, through right 
thinking—through having that Mind 
‘which was also in Christ Jesus.“ 


REV. CHESTER FERRIS. 
PARK CONGREGATIONAL. 
THE CHURCH, BORN OF 

GOD, WAS NEVER MORE NEDD 

THE WORLD THAN TODAY. 

Rev. Chester Ferris, pastor of Park 
Congregational Church, preached on 
the subject, The Conquering Church.” 
He said in part: 

“Whether Jesus ever definitely or- 
ganized the church or not. He realized 
the necessity for organization and as- 
sumed it would be formed, Into what 
could He embody His ideals, who 
would do His work, how should His 


It could only be through a body of 
disciples, so bound together in perma- 
nency and efficiency, that He should 
be fully manifested. If then you are 
to say, we believe in Jesus, let us £0 
back to Christ, you must also grant 
the necessity for the church. The 
reason why the momentum of the 
great prophets of Israel largely 
passed into vacancy and impotency 
was because they had no body of liv- 
ing disciples into which to multiply 
and continue their mighty teachings. 
Likewise the Influence of Jesus would 
have ebbed away, and probably our 
modern day should know nothing of 
Him had not the church been raised 
up in which He could live again and 
move and have His being. Thus it is 
emphatically true, that if at the be- 
hest of its critics, the church of to- 
day were to be destroyed, in a year a 
new church must be raised up to take 
its place, because such an organiza- 
tion of men and women is indispen- 
sable to do the work which human 
need has realized therein through the 
centuries. 

Never was the church more needed 
than today. For never has the hurry 
and anxiety, the wear and tear of so0- 
clety, the pressure on the spirit been 
so heavy and awful. Life breaks un- 
der the strain, the moral force is un- 
able to endure the flerce temptation 
upon ordinary virtues, except by 
a ministry of comfort and peace and 
fortitude unexampled in any previous 
time. Nowhere is such a service ren- 
dered the spirit as in the church. In 
like manner, the moral force of the 
church can be the only hope for social 
righteousness. Where else can the 
need for social worship be met, or 
for the teaching of the Bible, its law 
and salvation; or the hope of eternal 
life, where can one 80 invest his 
strength for the ages as in its corpor- 
ate life? Priends, Jesus looked upon 
the church as the conqueror of so- 
ciety for the Kingdom of God. Why 
should we weaken it by mere defense 
and apology? Assert its spiritual au- 
thority. Above all other institutions is 
it glorious. It has survived the de- 
cay of empires. It alone ministers 
to all classes, sexes, races and 
erations. It is born of the Son of God, 
He is its Lord, and in His name it 
must challenge this generation for 
God and righteousness.”

MT. HOLLYWOOD CHURCH. 
CHURCH MAKES BETTER CITIZENSHIP, 
STANDS FOR BEST OF NATION AND 

BUILDS CIVILIZATION. 

Rev. Clyde Shepard, pastor of Mt. 
Hollywood Congregational Church, 
preached yesterday on the subject 
“Suppose Nobody Went to Church.” 
He said in part: 5 

Today we weigh everything in the 
balance of its effects.

It makes bet- 
ter citizenship; it stands for the best 
ot the nation; it builds civilization. 

“More big men are in the church 
now than ever. College men, scien- 
tists, men who handle the world’s 
gigantic tasks, find in the church a 
task and a challenge that will match 
anything they have seen. The job is 
that of redeeming a world, of Manu- 
facturing citizens and society, of mak- 
ing everything better. If nobody were 
at this work, the world would belong 
to the bow-wows: if everybody were 
at it, the kingdom would be here.” 


REV. C. E. NASH... 
UNIVERSALIST CHURCH. 
Ir 18 ONLY BY COMPARISON OF THE 
FFORTS OF HUMANITY 

Rev. C. Bliwood Nash, D. D., pas- 
tor of Universalist Church, preached 
yesterday on, “Universalist Funda- 
mentals, the Transcendant Book.” He 
said in part: |

Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin, pastor of 
the First Unitarian Church, preached 
yesterday on the subject, “The Indis- 
pensable Man, John Quincy Adams. 
He said, in part: 
“It was in the United States House 
of Representatives, after he had re- 
tired from the Presidency, that John 
Quincy Adams demonstrated his real 
greatness. It was here that he 
gained the name, ‘Old Man Eloquent’ 
though he was lacking in all the es- 
sentials of the popular orator. The 
marks of old age were already upon 
short, rotund. rather 
awkward and not at all imposing. His 
eyes were inflamed and rheumy, the 
water trickling over his face much of 
the time. His hand shook with 
palsy. so much so that he had to use 
an artificial devise for steadying it 
while writing. His voice was shrill, 
high-pitched and broke frequently} 
while speaking. Yet with all these 
defects, no one ever measured sw 
with him in debate without being 
worsted in the encounter. He did not 
charm people, but held them by the 
force of his position. He was listened 
to by many with anxiety and appre- 
hension, for he was like a scourging 
conscience that searches out the fatl- 
ings and shortcomings of men with 
unerring accuracy. 
“Seldom has passion, sectional 
prejudice and party feeling bid nen 
sway over men as during this period. 
The slavery question was forcing it- 
self to the forefront. The southern 
members felt that the slavery ques- 
tion was so completely settled that it 
was but little short of treason to ever 
call it into question. Adams became 
the champion of the anti-slavery 
forces in Congress and around his 
— the battle waged with relentless 
ury. 
“If you will visit the old Han of 
Representatived in the Capitol Bulld- 
ing today, you may see the silver star 
that is set in the marble floor that 
marks the spot where the ‘Old Man 
Eloquent’ fell at his post of duty like 
a good soldier, a tireless watchman of 
the public interests to the very last.“

In ta-ra-ra-boom-deay days a saying 
much in vogue was that a policeman’s 
life is not a happy one. The same phrase 
may be applied to milkmen. Because of the 
uncomfortable hours they have to work and 
because of other trying factors connected 
with their industry dairymen. command 
one’s sympathy when they are peacefully 
performing their duties. But when they 
go on a strike and accompany that strike 
with violence and other acts of lawlessness 


they are deserving of as much censure as 


applies to men in other occupations who 
adopt similar tactics because they are not 
satisfied with the price they obtain for 
their labor or their produce. 

A strike of milkmen is rather an oddity, 
even in a period when anybody seems to 
strike for anything. Farmers and datry- 
men of Northern Illinois have introduced 
their novelty in labor troubles, but have 
not won anything by it because they have 
accompanied it with unlawful acts and 
deeds. These at the outset place them 
“outside the pale,” so to speak. 

The strike followed the refusal by the 
big Chicago distributing. companies to in- 
crease by 22 cents a hundred pounds the 
price paid for milk. Into the merits of the 
controversy one does not need to go. The 
strikers have put themselves in the wrong 


| at the outset by adopting tactics borrowed 


from labor unions. The farmers and dairy- 


men who are fighting the Chicago com- 


panies have posted pickets at many of the 
Plants and at cross-roads leading to them. 
That is contrary to the law. They have 
overturned wagons and dumped the milk 
in the roads. That is not only wasteful, but 
criminal. They have attacked and mal 
treated an officer of the court and other 
wise behaved like ruffians. 

The actions of the farmers and dairy 
men indicated that they started this strike 
maliciously and without any consideration 
for the general public and for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of people who depend 
upon the great distributing companies of 
Chicago for the delivery to them of milk. 
It also is evident that the strikers deter- 
mined to start out with violent methods. 
A matter of this kind, in which so many 
people outside of the actual disputants are 
concerned, is essentially one for peaceful 
settlement. No one denies the right of 
the farmers to demand a higher price for 
their produce. That is a matter for private 
settlement between themselves and those 
to whom they sell, but they appear entirely 
to have lost sight of the fact that the pub- 
lie also is a vitally interested party. The 
public pays both the companies and the 
farmers and the public deserves considera-

Mark, then, the difference between the 
two parties to the milk-price fight. The 
farmers don’t care whether the public gets 
any milk or not; in fact, they are destroy- 
ing milk in order to prevent it getting to 
the consumers, and they are preventing 
other farmers who do not agree with their 
views from delivering to the distributors. 
Contrast that policy with the course of 
action pursued by the companies. They 
are straining every nerve to see that the 
public is supplied with milk. They an- 
nounce that they will continue to do every- 
thing in their power to meet the needs of 
the Chicago retail trade just as if there 
were no strike. They will protect the 
householders to the fullest possible extent. 

Of course, the hand of the labor-union 
agitator is seen in all this. In fact, to 
change the form of expression, his cloven 
foot is in the milk. The dispatches from 
Chicago say an effort is being made to 
affiliate the Milk Producers’ Association 
with the Chicago Federation of Labor 
through the Milk Drivers’ Union. Strikes 
make strange bedfellows. How Indicrous 
it seems to have free and independent 
farmers consorting with the beauties who 
control many labor federations! it will not 
be surprising to hear of the quick collapse 
of this milk strike. Unlawfully born, with 
rumans for wet nurses, it is doomed to en 
early end, and in their cooler moments tho 
farmers undoubtedly will wonder what 
caused them to make such arrant asses of 
themselves. 


UROPEAN DEFIANCE OF INTER-. 


NATIONAL LAW. 

The Columbia Alumni News publishes 
an address by John Bassett Moore on 
“American Contributions to International 
Law,” delivered recently before the Balti 
more Alumni Club. If Mr. Moore would 
also give an address on German and British 
evasion and defiance of international law 
he would contribute to the enlightenment 
of the State Department, of which he was 
at one time a counselor. 

Mr. Moore regards Benjamin Franklin as 
the leading diplomat of his day. His great 
knowledge of men, his liberal political and 
economic views and his worldwide fame as 
a philosopher entitled him to a foremost 
place, John Adams ranked next to Frank- 
lin, and Thomas Jefferson completed the 
trio of statesmen who, at the close of the 
eighteenth and the beginning of the nine- 
teenth centuries, established our relations 
with European nations. 

The United States has rigidly observed 
the requirements of international law. In 
1793 the French Minister, Genet, landed at 
Charleston, 8. C., and proceeded to fit out 
and commission vessels to prey on British 
commerce. The British Minister complained 
of these acts, and in response Jefferson, as 
Secretary of State, admitted that it was the 
duty of the United States to prevent enlist- 
ments within its territory as well as the 
fitting out of vessels for either belligerent; 
and for any failure in these particulars he 
admitted that the neutral government was 
obliged to make compensation. 

This principle was recognized and acted 
upon by Great Britain in the settlement of 
the Alabama claims. } 

Before the Civil War, in 1858, the Senate 
of the United States resolved: 

“American vessels on high seas in time 
of peace bearing the American flag remain 
under the jurisdiction of the country to 
which they belong, and therefore any vist- 
tation, molestation or detention of such ves- 
sel by force, or by the exhibition of force, 
on the part of a foreign power is in deroga- 
tion of the sovereignty of the United 
States.” 

Great Britain accepted this doctrine and 
in time it came to be thoroughly estab- 
lished as a part of internationa! law. 

“American statesmen of the past and 
present generation,” says Mr. Moore, “be. 
lieved in law as the true basis of justice 
and freedom. They believed in interna- 


| tiomal law as the great security of rational |

rights and interests; and so believing, they 
felt that they rendered the greatest posst- 
ble service to the world in respecting the 
limitations of the law and in living up to 
its standards.” 

Great Britain has, under the plea of ne- 
cessity, disregarded her specific treaty obll- 
gations with us as well as the elementary 
principles of international law. She seized 
merchant ships registered as American, fly- 
ing the American flag and owned by an 
American corporation, on the ground that 
many of the stockholders of the corporation 
were Germans. Even if this had been 
true—and the records exhibited show that 
it was not true—the seizure was in violation 
of her treaty obligations with this country 
and with the principle of international law 
which exempts private property from bel- 
ligerent action. 

Treaty obligations with the United States 
and the principles of international law were 
also violated by Great Britain in her seizure 
of the meat cargoes on American ships 
sailing from an American to a Scandinavian 
port, on the suspicion that in Sweden the 
beef would be reconsigned and reshipped 
to a German destination. 

Great Britain's violations of international 
law have been in the direction of the ac- 
quisition of property which could eventual- 
ly be atoned for by a money compensation, 
provided—as is extremely doubtful—she 
had money enough to pay with at the ter- 
mination of hostilities, —~ 

The offenses of Germany against inter- 
national law are greater than those of Great 
Britain, in that human life is more valuable 
than the preservation of property rights, 
both to the individual and to society. The 
robbery of American citizens may be paid 
for; the murder of defenseless American 
men, women and children never can be. 


In the negotiations, or rather failure of 
negotiations, with Germany the adminis- 
tration of President Wilson has accom- 
plished nothing of benefit. Every time 
Americans traveling on an unarmed and 
unresisting British ship have been sent to 
the depths of the ocean by a German sub- 
marine, without warning and without an 
opportunity to escape, President Wilson has 
remonstrated and threatgned, and Germany 
has explained and regretted and promised 
not to offend again, and she has then pro- 
ceeded to torpedo another vessel and slay 
more Americans, and President Wilson has 
again remonstrated, and Germany has again 
explained and apologized and regretted. 
The diplomatic air has been as mephitic 
with broken German promises as the air in 
the British trenches has been odorous with 
German stinkpots. 


What shall we do to put an end to this 
verba)] crossfiring that will make us ridicu- 
lous in the eye of history? Declare war 
against Germany? No; the loss of 100 
American tourists traveling on British 
liners would not justify the loss of 10,000 
American soldiers on the field of battle. 
The seizure of fifty millions of dollars’ 
worth of American property on the high 
seas would not warrant the expenditure of 
a thousand millions of dollars that a war 
with Great Britain would cost us. 

What we can do and what we ought to 
do is to notify Germany that the next time 
an American life is taken by a submarine 
we will withdraw our minister and consuls 
and give her ministers and consuls their 
passports and decline all further commu- 
nication with her—diplomatic, commercial 
or social. 

With Great Britain we might resort to 
retorsion, without war, by seizing enough 
British ships in our porte and on the high 
seas to offset her seizure of American prop- 
erty. 7 
God swung his deep and stormy At- 
lantic seas between Furope and America. 
We would not suffer materially or other 
wise if those seas were never crossed by 
a British, a. German or an American keel, 
for wé are sufficient unto ourselves in every 
way.

HE BRITISH RETRENCHMENT con. 
MISSION. 

The British Retrenchment Commission, 
which was appointed to investigate expendi- 
ture in government departments and rec- 
ommend wise economies, has announced 3 
public attack of the sulks. Every depart- 
ment they elect to investigate repudiates 
them on the score that they are now war 
departments and that their expenditures 
therefore cannot possibly come within their 
scope. 

Ironically, therefore, they have contented 
themselves with recommending that mem- 
bers of Parliament shall forego the salaries 
they voted themselves when the present 
administration came into power, and that 
pensioners serving with the colors should 


not draw both pay and pensions. 


This has made the Retrenchment Com- 
mission highly unpopular with the M.P.’s 
and pensioners, and any other recommenda- 
tions they may feel called upon to make will 
doubtless promptly be voted down. 

Appointment to a retrenchment commis- 
sion is about the most thankless task that 
can be put upon one for their sins. Think 
what a howling time a retrenchment com- 
mission appointed by Gov. Johnson for Call- 
fornia would have! And if they dared to 
discover that retrenchment was most ur- 
gently needed in the Legislature itself, that 
numerous sinecures should forthwith be 
abolished, and that no one should draw two 
salaries—voila, they would deserve all they 
got! The first duty of a retrenchment com- 
mission is discriminating with good taste.

National Editorial Service. 
HALF-BAKED CULTURE AND 
“FREE VERSE.” 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
BY HON. WILLIAM DUDLEY FOULKE. 


Author of “Some Love Songs of Petrarch,” 

“Masterpieces of the Masters of 

Fiction,” “History of the 
Langobards,” eto. 

HERE is a great deal of silly talk that 
goes the rounds in society as well as 
in our newspapers and magazines 
about “new” art—the new music—the new 
painting—the new literature—whether these 
take the form of extravagant orchestration, 
“futurist” pictures or of “modern” verse, 
something esteemed quite different from 
the poetry of the past, more unconstrained, 
more graphic, more real, the dawning of & 
new era, etc., etc. 

I suppose it has always been so. Every 
new year must have its novelties, and fash- 
ion is strong, whether it be in bonnets or in 
versification. The people follow like a 
drove of sheep when the pace has once been 
set and the direction given, and they seem 
to believe in each case that the one right 
thing has at last been found after long ages 
of floundering and error. Beethoven is rele 
gated to the shades while Richard Strauss 
monopolizes the footlights; cubism is 
augury of a noble future for painting in 
which Raphael shall be finally forgotten, 
and now we have reams of half-baked cul- 
ture on the superior charms of the new 
poetry” and the excellencies of “free verse” 
—the verse without rhyme or meter in 
which much of that poetry is writ- 


ton. 

It ie true that the Hebrew poets, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ecclesiates and the rest some 
times used the same form (or rather ab- 
sence of form) and they certainly wrote 
wonderful poetry, but they wrote it that 
way because they were quite ignorant of 
any other. Tupper used it in his “Proverbial 
Philosophy” and was laughed at for his ec- 
centricity. Walt Whitman used it and it 
seemed to fit the peculiar temper of the 

character of his work remark- 
ably well, but it found very few imitators 
at the time. 

But now it starts up again and we are 
told that we use it because we must; be- 
cause it possesses a “living rhythm,” and 
that a poet who wishes to give expression 
to “realities” in modern life must write 
either in rhythmical prose or in “free 
verse.” This “interior rhythm” gathers in- 
tensity and form as it “develops” and d. 
vides itself into lengths according to some 
unconscious combined action of the ear and 
eye” “pressed into the service of the verse 
by the dominating influence of the poem” 
and we are told that it js going to be fatal 
hereafter to use regular verse at all, since 
the force which originated the great clas 
sical meters was a religious force which is 
now dying out and they bave lost their 
meaning. Today our civilization rests not 
upon religious, but on economical and busi- 
ness bases. The poet must now become his 
own god and if he does this he can only 
worship this matchless divinity in literary 
forms. “Modern truths must be ex 
in the great formlessness of free verse 
which triumphs over its own licenses and 
achieves self-mastery.” 

In the name of the prophet! Figs! We 
must use free verse forsooth because the 
religious impulse is dying out! But if the 
Hebrew prophets wrote in free verse and 
if religion is dying out wouldn't that be 
rather a reason for abandoning it than for 
taking it up anew? And if we are to have 
noth but economic and business bases 
for ou we better give up 
poetry altogether 

Now, no one desires to make the poetry of 
the present a servile imitation of the past. 
Every poet ought to write in the medium 
which best expresses his theme and him- 
self, whether it be free verse or blank 
verse or rhyme, but if we must imitate at 
all it would be far better to imitate the 
classics of our own tongue, such as Shake- 
speare or Milton, than to imitate the silly 
crowd who are busy establishing the “new 
poetry” which is to be the only 
expression of modern life! 

The changes which really improve the 
form of literature in a single generation are 
small and almost imperceptible. No rad- 
ical and sudden departures are likely to 
lead to permanent growth. 

As to “Vers Libre,” let our poets use it 
or not, as they will, but let us not consider 
it the only form in which great thoughts 
of the future can be expressed. No one can 
read the sonnets of Dante or Milton and 
think that, while on the other hand no one 
can read Isaiah or the exquisite gems of 
Rabindranath Tagore and say that free 
ina 

Free verse has the disadvantage that it 
excludes the real charm of meter and rhyme 
and that more of the excellence of the poet 
must come the substance of what he 
writes; from the beauty of the thought 
itself. It must therefore be a real poet 
who can use “vers libre” successfully, but 
to say that real poets cannot use with 
equal success other forms of verse is non- 
sense, and that there is any essential dif- 
ference betwen the past and the present as 
to the kinds of verse which may be used 
is equally absurd. Let the characteristics 
of the man and the theme determine in 
each case what is most fitting. 8

HIGHEST HOPES. 


March Business Enormous and 
Conditions Abnormal. 


Prices to High Levels. 


Increase in General Building 
Operations a Factor.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 2.—BExpectation of the 
most optimistic in the steel market 
and the calculations of both producers 
and consumers have been upset by 
events of the month just closed. ! 

Further advances, averaging more 
than $3 a ton on various lines of fin- 
ished steel, a scarcity of alloys needed 
in the manufacture of certain specified 
qualities, embargoes en shipments 
throughout the eastern territory and 
a scarcity of labor—all of these have 
tended to bring about a decidedly ab- 
normal situation. 

The demand for steel ts coming 
from all classes of commerce, the 
most urgent being from railroads, 
equipment companies, shipbuillders 
and automobile manufacturers. Re- 
cently the urgency of demand has ex- 
tended to the ofl trade. 

All grades of crude petroleum were 
advanced last month, im some cases 
to the highest prices ever quoted. This 
advance will stimulate new drilling 
operations in all fields, and in antici- 
pation of oll-trade requirements there 
has been an active demand for on- 
well supplies, resulting in an advance 
in drilling toola, engines and piping. 

The increase in general buflding op- 
erations is also a factor in the demand 
for tron, steel, copper and other struc- 
tural materials. It is recognised, how- 
ever, that there must be a point where 
the factor ot cost will act as a deter- 
rent to new construction. 


WHY RAILROADS BUY. 


There are several reasons why the 
railroads are in the market as heavy 
buyers of rails—they have reservations 
far into 1917. One is that orders 
are now being placed hurriedly be- 
cause a movement is reported on foot 
among the independent rail manufac- 
turers to raise the price from $28 a 
ton, the figure quoted since 1901, to 
possibly $35. Another reason is that 
the actual needs of the carriers is 
greater than in several years. | 

Under normal conditions the av- 
erage life of a rail on the main tracks 
of the large systems is ten years, and 
theoretically 10 per cent. of such rails 
are replaced each year. In practice, 
however, that rule is not fllowed.

Freight Congestion and Hold-up Conditions at Mills Cause 
Manufacturers Trouble — Quarterly Disbursements Ma- 
terially Enlarged by War Contracts — Banking Business 
Good—Money Expected to Continue Plentiful.

B Bureau Summary: 
The business situation: One of 
the most serious problems confront- 
ing American manufacturers at pres- 
ent is how to get anything like prompt 
deliveries of raw materials. In some 
cases the delay is attributable to 
freight congestion and in others to 
hold-up conditions of mills supplying 
raw materials. 


Much of the delay of munitions 
companies in their deliveries on con- 
tract time has arisen from tardy de- 
livertes of much needed materials. 

The foregoing conditions make the 
possibility of a trainmen'’s strike 
alarming at the present time. Such 
an outcome of present negotiations 
would work incalculable havoc to 
the nation’s industries, but ft is safe 
to amume that the trainmen’s or- 
ganizations would thereby suffer so 
much in public esteem that they will 
hesitate before taking such a drastic 
step. 

The money market: With April 1, 
quarter day, the money market is 
easy. It is good belief that money 
will now be plentiful all through the 
spring and summer, despite the activ- 
ity that is so general in trade and 
industry throughout the country. 

GREAT DISBURSEMENTS. 


About $175,000,000 will be paid out 
in April 1 interest and dividends. 
Quarterly disbursements this year 
have been materially enlarged through

Machine guns and an operator were 
mounted on the animals, while others 
of the crews attended on foot. Charg- 
ing, firing on the “enemy” from the 
backs of the big animals, using them 
as breastworks for the tripod ma- 
chine guns and crews, and other 
maneuvers were tried with signal suc- 
cess. 

The machine-gun corps was from 
the Twenty-eighth Company of Ma- 
rines, Corps. La Rue and McClemans 
each handling a gun, attended by a 
squad of privates. Guns were easier 
mounted on the backs of the elephants 
than on the narrower “ships of the 
desert” although the camels proved 
faster and less nervous under fire. 


CARRY MACHINE GUNS. 


The animals were loaned to the 
Marine Corps by the John Robinson 
show, which is quartered on the 
Isthmus, Manager Barrett of the 
animal display, declared today to 
army officials that a corps of camels, 
both for the machine guns and for 
baggage animals would have greatly 
expedited matters on an expedition 
such as Gen, Pershing’s into Mexico. 

“Both elephants and camels can 
travel very fast.“ says Mr. Barrett. 
“They can carry great loads and go 
for longer distances without water, 
and have proved thelr worth today 
under actual battle conditions.” 

It is probable that the Robinson 
animals will be used again in more 
extensive maneuvers planned to take 
place at the exposition in the near 
future, carrying the experiments as 
to their worth for military purposes 
still farther.
